DETAILED ACTION 

1. This is in response to the amendment filed on 6/16/10 in which claims 1-7, 9, 10, 16-18 
and 21-30 are presented for examination, of which Claims 29 and 30 are cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-7, 9, 10, 16-18 and 21-28 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Teich (US 
2003/0016139) discloses a method of training a transmitter to a receiver in a fixed code radio 
frequency control system identifying a fixed code encryption algorithm for use with the receiver. 
Chuey et al. (US 7,050,794) discloses a rolling code-based radio frequency control system that 
identifies a rolling code encryption algorithm, fi-om among a plurality of rolling code encryption 
algorithms that provides at least two sequential counter values using the identified rolling code 
encr3q)tion algorithm. While Teich and Chuey et al. teach a rolling code encryption algorithm 
used to transmit sequential counter values, the prior art of record fails to teach or render obvious, 
alone or in combination, the unique system of using a transmitter configured to identify a rolling 
code encryption algorithm for use with a remote system from a plurality of rolling code 
encryption algorithms; wherein the radio frequency transmitter is further configured to 
synchronize a rolling code count of the remote system with a rolling code count of the radio 
transmitter during the training mode by transmitting, in response to a single user input, as 
detailed and claimed in independent Claim 1.
